Acting in 


good faith, the Council surrendered the 
bonds. 
The railroad company 
depos- 


ited a quantity of lumber on the depot 
grouuds, and a little work was done. 
Then operations 
ceased, 
and there are 


now no indications 
that the company 


intend to build the depot in six months 
or six years. 
We are 
also inlorrned 


that a part of the lumber has been 
re- 


moved. 
We do not believe that the 


company intend todisregard their part 
ofthe contract, and our long acquaint- 
ance with Messrs. Crocker and Col- 
ton affords 
no ground for believing 


that 
they would 
deliberately 
break 
their word. 
Yet time goes hy and we 


have 
not the faintest prospect 
for I 
depot on the new site. 
The people arc 


becoming 
anxious 
and fears 
arc ex- 


pressed that we have 
given away our 


bonds for a fow empty promises. 
The 
Herald Is disposed to believe that the 
railroad company 
intend to carry out 


their portion ofthe contract and though 
there has been some delay we expect 
to be able to report in ashort time that 
active 
operations 
have

menced on the new depot. 


An Odd Fellows' Hall.

There are three subordinate 
lodges of Odd Fellows in Los Angeles, 
numbering altogether about two hun- 
dred and fiftyactive members. 
One of 


the lodges owns a lot on Spring street, 
nearly opposite the future site of tbe 
County Court House. The three lodges 
have an aggregate of uearly ten thous- 
and dollars iri money. 
This appears 
to be a good beginning for a hall. 
Suppose the joint plan of building a 
hall i, adopted. 
The lodge 
owning 
the lot could have it valued ml take 
the amount of the appraf»e me rrt in 
stock. 
It and the other 
lodges could 
invest their Burplus 
money in stock 
and the members 
of the order would 


doubtless 
subscribe an average of one 
share to each member. 
Some would 
not take any, but others 
are abund- 


antly able to subscribe 
ten or fifteen 


shares each. 
Thus, at shares 
worth 


$100 each, 
$25,000 
yfoahl be secured. 


To this sum the three lodges could add 
$10,000 more, 
giving a grand total at 


the etart of $35,000.

of profit to all shareholders.

hour. 
The children are not admitted 


into their rooms until the arrival of 
the teachers. 
This 
Is a requirement 


of the school law. 
Parents 
will con- 


sult the best interests of their children 
by not allowing them 
to leave home 


so early in the morning. 
Little boys 


and girls sometimes come to the school 
premises before 
8 o'clock. 
Ifit is cold 


or raining, they are 
very uncomforta- 


ble, 
and if it is 
pleasant, 
they fre- 


quently get into difficulties because 
there is no 
oue 
present 
to preserve 


order. 
All who live within fifteen 


minutes 
walk of the 
school 
house 


should keep their children, 
large and 


small, 
at 
home, 
uutil 
half-past 
8 


o'clock. 


In a few weeks tho noon 
intermis- 


sion will be 
lengthened 
from thirty 


minutes to one hour. 


The hour for dismissing the children 


in i he six lb,seventh and eighth grades 
is 2 o'clock, and for the other grades is 
;{.£ o'clock. 
Allpupils, except such as 


are detained as a punishment, 
are re- 


quired to start home immediately. 
If 


they do not reach home in reasonable 
time the teachers are not responsible.

or your little 


hoy as he repeatedly 
runs 
his fingers 


through his, aud then ask how we so 
instruct them. 
Truly, actions 
often speak 
louder 


than words, and the weary, conscien- 
tious teacher would take up the next 
day's labor with doubly renewed vigor 
could she 
see her pupils as they ac- 


tively express 
tiie impressions 
made 


on their minds by her dress, manner, 
voice and language. 


The teacher is, in the child's estima- 


tion, 
always 
worthy 
of 
imitation. 


Then let us not think it too small a 
matter to try aud wear colors which 
harmonize; 
say " thank you," "you 


are welcome," "ifyou please," 
when 


proper; avoid any display of nervous 
activity when talking or walking; and 
if we have any peculiarity of manner
